WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. — (BUP) — An air 
force spokesman says ailied planes caught about 
2,000 Communist troops attempting to flee across 
the Naktong River in the Yongsan area and killed 
nearly 1200 of them. 


TOKYO, Sept. 18.—U.S. troops burst out of their south- 
least Korean beachhead and crossed the Naktong river to- 
day in the first stage of a drive to link up with the U.S. 
10th corps storming Seoul, 150 miles to the northwest. 
Marines of the 10th corps, reinforced by the newly- 
landed 7th U.S. Army Division, surged to the west 
bank of the Han river only seven miles from Seoul, 
enemy-oceupied former capital of South Korea.

Two strongly opposing viewpoints 
about the probability of a new world wgr 
appear to be emerging in the United 
States where a considerable volume of 
opinion has aligned itself behind the con- 
flicting arguments of State Secretary 
Dean Acheson and Senator Russell Long, 
each delivered earlier in the week. 

Senator Long declared dogmatically 

‘that atomic war with Russia will occur 
within the next one or two years and 
“more likely within the next one year.” He 
declared that when the war comes, 15 to 
30 American cities will be subjected to 
atomic attack within the first week or So 
of the conflict. 

On the same night, Secretary Acheson 
said this: ern 

“The whole idea that war is inevit- 
able seems to me to be completely wrong 
and very vicious. It’s talk about war being 
inevitable which tends to make it so. War 
isn’t inevitable.” 

Secretary Acheson’s highly commend- 
able and utterly reasonable view would 
have had more value if it had been given 
international emphasis years ago. 

Certainly war is not inevitable. And 
while the Russians have made their con-

In all its policy concerning Russia 
since the end of the last war, the United 
States has been sound in principle, 

Therefore it would be both unjust and 
absurd to charge American policy with 
contributing to the present hazardous 
situation. 


Nevertheless, a good many people, in- | 


cluding millions of thoughtful Americans, 
believe that international circumstances 
would be considerably more wholesome 
today had this legend of the inevitability 
of war with Russia, as enunciated by 
Senator Long, not been current in Wash- 
ington and the United States for the past 
five years, 

Young officers retiring from the 
United States armed forces were indoc- 
trinated with it. Fanatic politicians 
preached it in and out of season. 

As Dean Acheson remarks very per- 
tinently, nothing makes war so inevitable 
as the belief that it cannot be avoided. 


Police Centralization and RCMP 


Now that eight of the ten Canadian 
provinces are policed by the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, the active fear of 
police centralization in Canada has been 
raised in the senate. ie 

None of the senators had any criticism 
of the work of the RCMP. All pronounced 
it excellent.

Canada, said these senators, must 
never become a police state. 

It is probably a remote fear and a far- 
fetched menace. You probably cannot 
create Cossacks and a Gestapo out of good 
solid Canadians no matter what powers 
you give them, 

Then, too, nation-wide authority in 
police mattérs permits a much more effect- 
ive criminal investigation branch just as 
‘the nation-wide authority of the FBI in 
the United States adds to the efficiency 
of that latter body. , 

But what does give Canadians anxiety, 
in spite of their confidence in and high 
opinion of the personnel of the RCMP, is

the special privileges accorded the RCMP 
by federal legislation, 

Canadians believe it is neither dem- 
ocratic nor wise to establish a police force 
whose members are not amenable to the 
courts of the country. 

They do not believe it is right, under 
any circumstances, when the disciplinary 
authority granted to mounted police offi- 
cers permits them to try their own men on 
certain charges instead of submitting them 
to the jurisdiction of the courts to which 
everyone else is subject. 

This perpetuation of special privilege 
is particularly discrepant in view of the 
fact that military law has been amended 
to decrease the authority of military 
courts over Soldiers and increase the 
authority of the civil courts over them. ~ 

It seems at variance with common 
sense that a police force should retain 
judicial powers while the military force 
has had judicial powers taken away 
from it. 4 

This is the point that worries Cana- 
dians as it clearly worries Canadian 
senators.

Pensioners’ Plight 


. Must Be Faced 


Sooner or later the federal gov- 
ernment will be forced to face 
the emergency now upon us—the 
relationship between rising prices 
and incomes fixed years ago. 

The war veterans’ organizations 
across Canada are only the first 
of many to formylate demands 
for pensions raised into line with 
1950 price levels. 

They point out that Canadian 
pensions scales were fixed im- 
mediately after the First World 
War, when the dollar bought at 
least twice as much as it does 
now. 

But the war veterans and their 
widows are no worse off than 
retired school teachers, civil 
servants, or private individuals 
who have saved up a little nest 
egg sufficient to keep them in 
their declining years. 


Government 
Has Choice 


As the gap between prices and 
pensions, annuities, and other 
forms of dollar income is directly 
due to government actions the 
government itself has a moral ob- 
ligation to do either one of two 
things: 

Either: to get prices down, by 
putting back the wartime systém 
of controls, or 

To raise all pensions and sup- 
erannuation grants into line with 
present prices. 


New UN Hero Is Sir Gladwyn Jebb 


A tall and haughty man with 
the polish of old-school diplo- 
macy moved into the centre of 
the stage ct the United Nations 
Security Council this month, 

Already something of a hero 
to the public who have watched, 
listened or read about his per- 
formance in the UN's crucial 
days since the Korean war be- 
gan, Britain's Sir Gladwyn Jebb 
was taking over from a man who 
all through August seemed bent 
on becoming the villain of Lake 
Success 

Sir Gladwyn, along with the 
United States’ Warren Austin 
and other delegates in support- 
ing role had kept Russia's 
Jacob Malik from creating com- 
plete havoc as council president, 
although nobody could have kept 
him from being the villain he 
wanted to be, 


He had hardly sat down as suc- 
cessor to Sir Alexander Cado- 
gan as chief British delegate 
when he touched off some fire- 
works by Egypt's Mahmoud 
Fawzi Bey, whom he chided for 
abstaining to vote for UN sup- 
port of the South Koreans. His 
cool rebuttal quickly soothed the 


delegate from Cairo, 
Happy 
Phrases 
Since then, his Oxford accent 
around the oval council table 


and in the rambling halls of the 
UN's temporary home have won 


him respect as the council's 
most astute. and polished — 
phrasemaker 

The phrases, however, have not 
soothed Russia's Malik, whom 


Sir Gladwyn has stalked, verbal- 


ly with the same persistence he 
stalks stag back in the English 
countryside. 

His initial broadside at Malik’s 
criea of US, agoression in Korea 
reddened the face of the thick- 
skinned Russian, “The queer, up- 
side-down language” of Soviet 
propaganda, Sir Gladwyn said, 
makes it seem as if we are “liv- 
ing in a rather nightmarish 
Alice-in-Wonderland world.” 

Malik winced again at Jebb's 
observation that Russian propa- 
panda is “so obviously absurd 
that it is hard to think it can be 
swallowed even by the auto- 
matons who listen to the Moscow 
radio,” 


Parting 


Salvo 
Even on Malik’s last day with 


the gavel, Jebb gave him. no 
peace, bowing the Russian out of 
office with these words: 

“For the representative of a 
country which maintains millions 
of its own compatriots in slave 
labor camps in unspeakable con- 
ditions . . . to denounce other 
governments for alleged misde- 
meanors as regards political pris- 
oners is just about as nauseating 
4 spectscle as that of Satan re- 
buking sin.” 

Sir Gladwyn, 50 and unruffled, 
hag been in big roles before, He 
was an adviser to Churchill at 
Yalta (where he helped pick the 
date for the opening UN confer- 
ence at San Francisco by suggest- 
ing his own birthday—April 25), 
He helped draft the Italian peace 
treaty and is one of British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin's 
close advisers, 


Unless this issue is squarely 
faced we are headed for a major 
crisis in Canada. Take the case 
of milk, or beef. 

The Fraser Valley Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association shows that 
from January, 1947, to January, 
1950, the retail price of milk was 
increased twice. But the per 
capita consumption of milk de- 
creased by 19.49 percent--that is, 
almost exactly one-fifth. 


Not Buying 
Necessities 


The people simply cannot buy 
even the necessities of life for 
their children with the widening 
gap between incomes and prices, 

A formerly prosperous meat 
dealer in interior B.C. told me the 
other day that he was just about 
“broke” because of decreased 
Sales volume. The people just 
can't pay the prices. 

It sems to me that a clear 
distinction must be made be- 
tween price-fixing arrangements 
designed to hold prices down and 
those designed to keep them up. 


In many parts of Canada (such 
as in Vancouver re milk) we have 
regulations which prevent sales 
except at fixed prices and by 
prescribed channels, 


But if such necessities can be 
sold cheaper by cash-and-carry 
methods — why say “no’’? 


Emergency 
On our Hands 


The farmer too is entitled to a 
fair return for his work. But 
surely the basis of “floor prices” 
is unsound if the floor is placed 
so high that the people can't 
buy the farmers’ goods, 

1 look for the day when the 
whole job of the farmer will be 
to produce good food; for which 
he will be paid a fair govern- 
ment-guaranteed price Cash-on- 
Delivery to raiihead, He will be 
Telieved entirely of worries re 
distribution, The laws of the land 
will say how this is to be done~ 
and by wh. .a and at what price, 

The aim would be to get total 
distribution—even if fruit, etc, 
had to be given away in years of 
great plenty. 

In this way the farmer would 
never be penalized for heving 
produced too much. Nor would 
the consumer be made the goat 

But meanwhile we have an em- 
ergency on our hands. We need 
emergency measures to make and 
keep plentiful goods cheap, and 
to put and keep price lids on 
ecarce things,

Police said the captured ter-. 
forists, described as “volunteers 
of death,” admitted the plot. They 
said they were hired to infiltrate 
the city and begin a grenade and 
small-arms attack.
